13. Other: With respect to claims 18, 47, and 54, applicant argues that the combination of cited references previously used to reject 
limitations claimed is improper. However, one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would redily appreciate the priority 
field in a router update such as taught by Guan (column 7. lines 20-25) being used in a router/NAT device such as taught by 
Somasundaram (abstract) Guan describes typical route tables entries with respect to updating the routes, which would be an inherent 
action within the system of Somadundaram, as the router/NAT device would also function as a router.
